PAID house-sitters may be 
used in empty buildings to 
deter vandals and thieves 
under plans being consid¬ 
ered by Sandwell Council. 

Swapping security guards 
for temporary tenants could 
save up to £18,000 in one 
borough property alone, 
bosses at Sandwell Council 
claim. 

They are now considering 
the scheme, which would 
see people occupying empty 
council buildings for a small 
fee. 

Costly 

It would aim to stop 
empty buildings from being 
vandalised, set on fire or 
stripped of wiring and 
metal, without having to 
rely on costly 24-hour secu¬ 
rity companies. 

Similar schemes are in 
operation in other parts of 
the country and see tenants 
placed in former offices and 
factories that are altered to 
accommodate them. 

A report going before 
councillors today outlines 
two firms currently offering 
the service, who claim ten¬ 
ants can live in the empty 
buildings, from old schools 
to factories and shops, for 
around £35 to £60 a week. 

The buildings are fitted 
with communal showers 
and kitchen facilities and 
the fee includes utility bills 
and c ouncil tax. _

PARK PRICE HIKE 


A HIKE in car parking charges in Dud¬ 
ley has come under fire from the op¬ 
position Tory group leader, who says 
the borough should bring in a free 
parking experiment instead. 

The move is expected to boost cash-strapped 


council coffers by £100 

Meanwhile, Dudley North 
his campaign to stop a park¬ 
ing charge hike at hospital 
car parks, which he fears 
could be used to plug a black 
hole in NHS funding. 

Dudley Council is put¬ 
ting up the cost of pay and 
display parking across the 
borough from Sunday in 
a move that will affect all 
council run pay and display 
car parks. Those with park¬ 
ing season tickets will also 
be hit with a price rise. 

Increase 

At Stourbridge’s Ryemar- 
ket car park drivers will 
see charges rise from £1 
an hour to £1.10 and those 
leaving vehicles in Penzer 
Street, Kingswinford, will 
see the price increase from 
50p and hour to 60p. A £390 
12-month season ticket will 
go up to £460, a rise of 15 
per cent. 

The increase in charges 
will bring in £100,000 a 
year while the council needs 
to make £34 million of cuts 
over the next three years. 

The move has been at¬ 
tacked by opposition leader, 
Councillor Patrick Harley. 
He claimed that if the Con¬ 
servatives were running the 
council an 18-month trial 
of free short-stay parking 
would be brought in and a 
review carried out on long- 
stay parking. 

“At a time shops and 
businesses need our help 
in these towns, the council 
is giving another reason for

shoppers to stay away by in¬ 
creasing charges,” he said. 

“I hear so many times 
people saying they want to 
pull up in places like King¬ 
swinford to shop but then 
don’t have the change.

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, the council’s cabi¬ 
net member for transporta¬ 
tion, defended the increase. 

He said: “Car parking 
charges this year have risen 
in line with the agreed 
budget strategy for 2014/15, 
which still leaves us as one 
of the cheapest places to 
park in the Black Country.” 

Labour’s Mr Austin said 
he was concerned vulner¬ 
able people could pay the 
price of budget short falls if 
hospital bosses put up park¬ 
ing rates. Mr Austin added 
he was “keen to ensure reg¬ 
ulations are put in place to 
avoid rapid rises as hospitals 
come under increased finan¬ 
cial pressure.” 

South Staffordshire Tory 
MP Gavin Williamson, who 
represents Kinver, said such 
charges should be scrapped. 

It can cost up to £5.50 to 
park at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital. The rate for 24 hour 
parking at Sandwell General 
and Rowley Regis hospitals 
is £5.10.

PARADES and exhibitions will be held 
across the Black Country this week¬ 
end to mark Armed Forces Day.

A STRIKE by thousands of 
council workers and school 
staff has been criticised by 
council chiefs and MPs, who 
have branded it ‘reckless’ 
and inconvenient’. 

Schools could close and 
some services grind to a halt 
during the planned walkout 
on Thursday, July 10. It 
comes after Unison voted in 
favour of strike action in a 
row over pay. The walkout 
coincides with planned ac¬ 
tion by the National Union 
of Teachers. 

Union leaders are being 
urged to reconsider by 
South Staffordshire MP 
Gavin Williamson. He said: 
“I would encourage them to 
get back around the negoti¬ 
ating table and think about 
the affect this is going to 
have on teachers, children 
and parents.” 

Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks said the au¬ 
thority was considering the 
implications of the vote. 

Unison bosses insist the 
action is necessary after the 
Government proposed a one 
per cent pay rise. 

Tony Rabaiotti, Unison 
spokesman, said: “Many 
of our members are low 
paid women earning barely 
above the minimum wage, 
who care for our children, 
our elderly and our vulnera¬ 
ble, and they deserve better 
treatment than they have 
had at the hands of this 
Government.”

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Stadium's revamp is hit by delays 


A £17,000 improvement of Dudley’s 
main sports stadium has hit delays 
caused by an equipment fault and 
the heavy rain disrupting work. 

The running track at the Dell Sta¬ 
dium, in Pensnett, was closed last 
month for repairs and maintenance 
to take place. 

It was expected to re-open earlier 
this month but Dudley Council has 
confirmed this had been put back 


until the end of the month. Officials 
blamed the delay on heavy rain 
which disrupted work. Specialist 
equipment used by the contractor 
has also broken down. 

Cabinet member for health and 
well-being Councillor Rachel Harris 
said: “The heavy rain we have had 
in recent weeks has caused delays 
with the cleaning of the running 
track at the Dell Stadium. There 


is also a fault with the contractor’s 
specialist equipment. 

“We are working closely with 
them to get this work done as 
quickly as we can. We are hoping to 
have the track ready for use by the 
end of June. 

“We are also speaking to athlet¬ 
ics clubs who use the track to keep 
them informed of progress.” 

Hundreds of people use the sta¬ 


dium in Bryce Road every week 
and Dudley and Stourbridge Har¬ 
riers athletics club use the stadium 
for training. Club chairman David 
Eades said: “It’s caused some dis¬ 
ruption. We only applied to have 
two or three home meetings this 
season because of the work taking 
place. Our next one is the beginning 
of July but that is starting to look 
doubtful.”

School leaver 
jobs scheme 
helps 1,500 

A SCHEME launched to 
support school leavers in 
danger of becoming long¬ 
term unemployed has al¬ 
ready helped more than 
1,500 youngsters. 

Dudley Council’s new 
Risk of NEET Indicator ini¬ 
tiative was introduced at the 
start of the academic year in 
September 2013 and has 
supported 1,530 Dudley bor¬ 
ough pupils, aged 13 to 16. 

Dudley’s scheme identi¬ 
fies pupils who are most at 
risk of not being in employ¬ 
ment, education or training. 

Each of the borough’s 20 
secondary schools and six 
special schools have a per¬ 
sonal adviser working with 
the young people and their 
parents or carers. 

As a result, figures show 
that the percentage of 
17-year-olds now involved in 
employment, education or 
training is now 94 per cent 
compared to 92.9 per cent a 
year ago. This represents an 
additional 347 young people 
engaged in education or in 
work. 

The Risk of NEET (Not 
in Employment, Education 
or Training) Indicator was 
introduced by the council’s 
Connexions service and has 
won praise from the Local 
Government Association.

It would appear there 
was very little risk of any 
harm being done whatso¬ 
ever. He didn’t realise when 
he applied for the job in li¬ 
braries that he was placing 
himself in such danger.” 

Mr Peggs added that 
Lowe, of Stourbridge Road, 
had applied for the tempo¬ 
rary library positions be¬ 
cause of his ‘bookishness’. 

The courtheard that 
Lowe, who lost his job at 
High Areal School in Sedg- 
ley following his original 
conviction, told his arrest¬ 
ing officers that he did not 
believe he had breached the 
order. 

Judge Michael Challinor 
said Lowe had displayed 
‘breathtaking arrogance’. 

Lowe pleaded guilty to 
a charge of breaking the 
terms of his sexual offenders 
order. He was sentenced to 
nine months jail suspended 
for 22 months and ordered 
to pay £250 costs.

PILED high and with vegetation sprouting 
from it, this huge mound of waste remains 
an eyesore in Brierley Hill. 

Residents living near to the former re¬ 
cycling waste site used by Refuse Dervived 
Fuel Ltd in Brierley Hill still face this site 
daily — almost six months since the com¬ 
pany’s director Robert McNaughton was 
jailed for failing to meet the deadline to 
clear the waste. 

Apart from bales being moved from the 
front of the site by the landlords, the En¬ 


vironment Agency admits it is unsure any¬ 
thing has moved in the past three months. 

A spokesman said: “To our knowledge, 
no material has been removed since Mr Mc¬ 
Naughton was released from prison. 

“We are still monitoring the situation and 
we’ve stopped the company operating. It is 
still our intention to make those responsi¬ 
ble pay for the action necessary. The legal 
process is complex but we will continue to 
pursue the outcome residents would want 
to see.” 


Thug is 
jailed for 
robbery 
in street 

A THUG who decided to ‘de¬ 
stress’ after a row with his 
girlfriend by carrying out a 
violent robbery on strangers 
on a town centre street has 
been jailed for nine months. 

Lee Cartwright attacked 
blameless pair Sebastian 
Bartlett and Reece Jenkins 
as they walked through 
Stourbridge late at night 
on April 12. The 23-year- 
old grabbed the young men, 
who had been on a night 
out, and warned: ‘Give me 
your phone and wallet or I 
will knock you out.’ 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told he took 
£10 from Mr Bartlett and 
punched Mr Jenkins in the 
face. Cartwright, from Bro- 
mpton Drive, Brierley Hill, 
pleaded guilty to robbery 
and attempted robbery. 

He was sent to prison by 
Judge Michael Challinor 
who said: “Robberies like 
this make ordinary people 
reluctant to go out at night.” 

The attacker, whose six 
previous convictions had 
not involved violence, told 
police: “I had an argument 
with my girlfriend and 
needed to de-stress.” 

Miss Blondelle Thompson, 
defending, said: “He was so 
horrified by his behaviour 
that he went straight to 
his doctor and was put on a 
drugs misuse programme.”

A CLOCK has been moved 
as its traditional town cen¬ 
tre location faces an uncer¬ 
tain future.

Heroin addict, 25, preyed on the elderly

A BOGUS workman who targeted elderly 
victims in a string of burglaries has been 
jailed for five years. 

Samuel Davey stole cash and personal 
documents from the homes of his victims, 
some aged in their 80s and 90s, in Hale¬ 
sowen and Dudley. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last 
week that 25-year-old, of Snowdon Grove, 
Halesowen, had posed as a window cleaner 
and told another victim he was fixing a 
fence before stealing money in two distrac¬ 
tion burglaries. 

Police tracked him down after his DNA 


was found on towels and a pen at their 
properties. 

Mr Nicholas Burn, prosecuting, said 
Davey had appeared inside the home of a 
93-year-old in Halesowen, on April 24 and 
told her he was fixing a fence for the next 
door neighbour. After he left, she real¬ 
ised he had taken her handbag containing 
around £40 in cash. 

He had targeted the home of an 85-year- 
old woman in Halesowen less than a month 
before. Davey asker her if she wanted her 
windows cleaning and claimed he needed to 
come into the house to measure up the win¬ 


dows. Once inside he asked for a hot drink 
and to borrow a pen, whilst the victim made 
him a cup of tea Davey took her purse from 
her handbag, containing her bus pass and 
around £70cash. 

Chewed 

The court heard that he had also ran¬ 
sacked the home of a 62-year-old in Lower 
Gornal last November while she had been 
out, stealing her passport, birth certificate, 
medication, mobile phone and headphones. 

Davey’s DNA was found on towels at two 
of the properties and on the pen lent to him 


by one of the victims, which he had chewed. 

He pleaded guilty to three counts of bur¬ 
glary. In mitigation, Ms Amanda Tomkins 
said he had been a drug user for around five 
years and had spent £60 a day on heroin. 

Handing Davey a five-year prison sen¬ 
tence, Judge Michael Challinor told him he 
had targeted elderly people ‘deliberately’ 
and ‘systematically’. 

He told him: “The elderly are always very 
traumatised by burglary. 

“They feel vulnerable in their homes. The 
impact upon them is very significant.”

Council directors face 
axe in bid to save £lm 


UP to half of the senior managers at Dudley 
Council will lose their jobs to cut more than 
£1 million from the staff budget. 

Eleven of the 22 department directors and assis¬ 
tant directors are at risk of redundancy at the cash- 
strapped local authority as the council undertakes a 
‘major review’ of the senior management team. 

The first of the senior ma nag ers could lose their jobs by 


the end of the year under 
the ‘corporate restructure’. 

It comes as Dudley Coun¬ 
cil is planning to make cuts 
of £34 in the next three 
years with 40 redundancies 
already announced. 

But the authority has al¬ 
ready predicted there will 
be a further £23m shortfall 
over the same period. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
will consider a report on the 
senior management restruc¬ 
turing next month. 

Modernise 

Proposals will have to go 
out to formal consultation 
with staff who are directly 
affected. 

Dudley Council leader 
Councillor David Sparks 
said the authority needed 
to modernise in the wake of 
funding cuts from Govern¬ 
ment. “It is important that 
we bring forward a manage¬ 
ment structure that is fit for 
the 21st century,” he said. 

“We must have the right 
people in place so we can 
become more of an outward

looking authority, that not 
only serves our local com¬ 
munities but is also effec¬ 
tive at a regional and sub 
regional level. 

“All councils face signif¬ 
icant and unprecedented 
financial challenges due to 
significant cuts in Govern¬ 
ment funding.

£1 million in staffing costs. 
At the same time the mod¬ 
ernisation of our council 
management is long over¬ 
due.” 

“However, whilst we are 
making considerable sav¬ 
ings through restructuring, 
we should still retain the 
fabric of the local author¬ 
ity. ;

court is to 
rule on fate 
of woman 
in hospital 

A 20-year-old woman fight¬ 
ing for her life in a West 
Midlands hospital will have 
her fate decided by the 
Court of Protection after 
doctors claimed she should 
be allowed to die. 

The woman, who cannot 
be named, suffers from se¬ 
vere problems including cer¬ 
ebral palsy, curvature of the 
spine and learning disabili¬ 
ties. Known as AB, she also 
has type 2 diabetes, epilepsy 
and recurrent respiratory 
tract infections. 

Currently in a critical 
care unit run by Sandwell 
& West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust, her doctors 
believe she should not be 
given cardiopulmonary re¬ 
suscitation. 

The woman’s parents do 
not support withdrawal of 
treatment. 

Medics believe it is not in 
the best interests of AB to 
give her invasive ventilation, 
CPR or inotropes and renal 
support therapy, should the 
need arise. Sandwell & West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust have therefore asked 
the Court of Protection to 
rule on the matter. 

On Tuesday Mrs Justice 
Theis was given an outline 
of the case at a preliminary 
hearing at the Court of Pro¬ 
tection in London. 

She ordered the woman to 
be kept in a critical care unit 
until the court had received 
all the information. A full 
hearing to decide the matter 
will be held on 14 July.

Raise a glass to 
vineyard’s success 


British wines are now taken 
seriously due to vineyards 
such as Halfpenny Green, 
says JAMES FISHER 

ONCE sneered at across the 
globe, English wine is now be¬ 
ing taken very seriously, with 
local wine-makers taking on - 
and beating - some of the most 
established names in the busi¬ 
ness. 

Halfpenny Green Vineyard, in 
Bobbington, has seen first-hand 
how attitudes towards homegrown 
wines have changed during its 30- 
year history. 

Clive Vickers, who co-owns the vine¬ 
yard and makes the wine, said the re¬ 
surgence was seeing homegrown wines 
taking on even those from the famous 
Champagne region. 

Awards 

“We’ve been growing grapes here for 
30 years now and going back to the 1980s 
there was definitely a stigma attached to 
what we were doing,” he said. 

“But during the last two or three 
years, as a country, we have realised we 
can now make really decent wine, which 
is now winning awards on a regular 
basis. 

“English wine growers across the 
country are now winning competitions, 
not just nationally but also internation¬ 
ally. 

“Customers are also coming back on 
a regular basis and not just trying the 
brands as a one-off. 

“Such is the interest we are no longer 
producing enough wine to deal with the 
demand.” 

The vineyard’s most popular wines 
include a medium white, called Black 
Country Gold, as well as Penny Red, a 12

per cent, medium bodied red. There is 
even an English sparkling wine to rival 
the products of Champagne. 

Halfpenny scooped a silver award at 
the Decanter World Wine Awards - the 
first British producer to ever to receive 
the honour - for its red wine, Rondo. 

The vineyard has expanded from just 
half an acre to more than 30 acres over 
the years. It now produces between 
50,000 and 70,000 bottles a year, de¬ 
pending on the weather. Halfpenny has 
even secured contracts to supply stores 
such as Waitrose. 


“We have expanded by a few acres 
each year and other vineyards give us 
their grapes to grow because they don’t 
have the room,” said Mr Vickers, who 
opened the vineyard with father, Mar¬ 
tin, who still runs the firm. 

“We get more deliveries of grapes 
here than ever before and we continue 
to learn more about the industry with 
each year that passes. 

“Thirty years ago a lot was down to 
chance because we were learning as we 
went. 

“But we planted early and worked 


out which varieties worked for us. For 
any new wine growers now all the infor¬ 
mation is out there for them,” added Mr 
Vickers. 

He said the warmer weather in Eng¬ 
land was also having an impact on the 
industry with certain grape varieties 
growing in Britain, which would not 
previously have survived. 

“Whether it’s down to climate change 
is up for debate but the reason there 
are more vineyards is because of the 
weather,” he said. 

“It’s arguable whether the weather is 
improving because of all the rain we’ve 
had, which we have to try and deal with. 

“But we’ve got varieties of grapes 
growing here that would not have sur¬ 
vived a generation ago. 

“One of the main changes we have 
seen is from the British public who are 
enjoying local produce of all varieties. 

“People are more conscious of the 
miles food travels now and realise they 
can get a product just up the road, which 
is as good as one from Australia or Ar¬ 
gentina.” 

The vineyard was originally the vision 
of Martin Vickers, who planted his first 
grapes three decades ago. Thirty years 
on it boasts 30 acres of vines, which are 
managed by Martin and crafted by his 
son, Clive. 

Today Halfpenny, which is situated 
250 feet above sea level, is one of the 
largest in the UK. 

For 23 years the vineyard has been 
awarded prizes for its wines, including 
international, national and regional rec¬ 
ognition. 

Numerous awards have come from the 
Mercian Vineyard Association and the 
UKVA, including in 2013 when it won 
silver for its Tom Hill and bronze for 
its Old Meadow, Penny Black and pink 
sparkling wines at the UKVA, and silver 
or its pink and white sparkling wines at 
the Mercian awards. 

The family business now includes a 
shop, restaurant, deli and a tearoom. 



REDUCED to little more than a 
third of the membership of Wal¬ 
sall Council, one might very well 
question the audacity of Tory 
leader Mike Bird in bidding to 
retain control.

The Lib Dems, of course, 
have made their bed with the 
Tories over the past two years 
and must now lie in it for better 
or worse. 

But Walsall’s blue-gold-purple 
alliance is not in a stable posi¬ 
tion politically. There will be a 
by-election in Birchills Leamore 
to find a successor for Tim Ol¬ 
iver and I wouldn’t bet against 
Labour keeping the seat. 

Councillor Bird is going to 
have to come up with a year 
of political miracles. He has to 
keep not only his own party on 
side but the Lib Dems, UKIP 
and two independents, as well 
as trying to win over the mayor, 
Democratic Labour’s Pete Smith 
(not to be confused with Labour 
Classic, New or One Nation). 

Some councillors are new 
and untested. They all have to 
be there for every single vote 
to avoid defeat. And Councillor 
Bird has no authority over the 
ones who are not in his party. He 
has to get a budget passed. But 
then Labour has form for sitting 
on its hands in Walsall, despite 
first protesting and posing for 
pictures with campaigners, amid 
concerns that had they voted 
the budget down they would 
have paralysed the council. 

He will have to keep a con¬ 
stant watch for a motion of no 
confidence.

Gaurav taking his first 
steps towards new life 


A BRAVE toddler who in¬ 
spired a worldwide search 
for a bone marrow match has 
taken his first steps after re¬ 
ceiving a life-saving stem cell 
transplant. 

Three-year-old Gaurav Bains, 
of Alexandra Road, Tipton, was 
given a life-saving stem cell trans¬ 
plant in December at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital following a 
huge campaign to find a donor. 

The youngster spent almost six 
months recovering from the operation 
but was recently filmed by his family 
learning to walk all over again. 

The footage was recorded at fami¬ 
ly-owned Tipton business Bains Su¬ 
persave last month by his parents 
Gurprit and Sunny, who are encour¬ 
aging people to join the bone marrow 
register. 

The youngster was diagnosed with 
rare blood disorder Monosomy 7 Syn¬ 
drome in June last year and his par¬ 
ents were told his best chance of a 
healthy life would be if a donor was 
found before Christmas. 

After a worldwide campaign the An¬ 
thony Nolan database saw a surge in 
people registering and a perfect match 
was found. Had a match not been 
found, Gaurav’s condition meant he 
would have been likely to develop an 
aggressive form of childhood leukae¬ 
mia, which he may not have survived. 

Mr Bains, aged 31, said: “It was a 
big relief to see him walk. He had his 
transplant in December and was bed¬ 
ridden for three months. He was re¬ 
leased m March but he had picked up 
a virus in hospital which affected his 
strength to walk. 

“He couldn’t even sit up on his own. 
He was starting again as a baby. When 
we saw him sit up on his own that was 
a massive step. He hasn’t got his nor¬ 
mal balance like he had before. If he’s

sitting on the floor he’s not got the full 
strength to get up himself, but it’s a 
positive sign for us to see him walking 
around. 

“He’s doing really well. He’s having 
physiotherapy once a week at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. He’ll need 
that for a while longer. They are confi¬ 


dent he will make a full recovery.“We 
have to keep massaging his muscle and 
keep him loose and relaxed.” 

Mr Bains said the couple were en¬ 
couraging people to join the bone mar¬ 
row register in a bid to help save lives.

Miscarriage of justice 
still fascinates today 


IT is a tale that fascinates to 
this day - and led to the in¬ 
tervention of Sherlock Holm¬ 
es creator Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle. 

Vicar’s son George Edalji was 
wrongly convicted of a brutal pony 
mutilation and it fell to Conan Doyle 
to play real-life detective and clear the 
young solicitor’s name. 

Now the Wyrley Outrages - which 
unfolded at the turn of the 20th cen¬ 
tury - are to be made into a three-part 
ITV drama starring Martin Clunes as 
Conan Doyle. 

The ITV series will be be adapted 
from the novel 2005 Arthur & George 
by Julian Barnes, which was short¬ 
listed for the Man Booker Prize. It will 
go into production this autumn and 
will be filmed in Greater London and 
Staffordshire - but exact locations are 
yet to be released. 

The mysterious case started with 
a collection of anonymous poison pen 
letters in the name of the ‘Wyrley 
Gang’ which plagued the area during 
the late 1880 and 1890s - some which 
named George. Then followed the

mutilations which shocked the com¬ 
munity. Gruesome picture postcards 
from the time showed some of the mu¬ 
tilated creatures either lying in a field 
or at the local slaughterhouse. 

On August 18, 1903, a pony was 
found mutilated at the Great Wyrley 
Colliery Company. Police investiga¬ 
tions led officers to the vicarage and to 
George, whose father Shapurji was the 
vicar at St Mark’s church for 42 years. 
He was born a Parsi in Bombay and 
married to Charlotte who was born in 
Ketley in Shropshire. 

George was arrested on suspicion of 
the pit pony killing - the eighth such 
slashing - but it was inferred he was 
also responsible for the maiming and 
ripping of at least five horses, three 
cows, and a sheep. 

He was tried at Stafford Quarter 
Sessions in what today is the Shire 
Hall Gallery. Despite dubious circum¬ 
stantial evidence such as razor blades 


found in the vicarage and spots of 
blood on his coat, he was convicted and 
sentenced to seven-years of penal ser¬ 
vitude with hard labour. The fact that 
the outrages continued after Edalji’s 
imprisonment was disregarded. 

There was huge public outrage over 
the case - not only at the shocking kill¬ 
ings - but also at George’s treatment. 

Because of the widespread publicity, 
public pressure to the Home Office 
appeared to pay off. In October 1906, 
George was released, although only be¬ 
cause the sentence was considered too 
harsh and his name was not cleared. 

He went on to write a series of ar¬ 
ticles for The Umpire newspaper tell¬ 
ing his side of the story. The articles 
caught the eye of Conan Doyle, who 
travelled to Staffordshire and, just like 
his sleuth creation Sherlock, began to 
unravel the case. 

Conan Doyle argued that George, 
who was near sighted, could in no way 
have committed the crime and, even¬ 
tually the guilty verdict was found to 
be unsafe. Home Secretary Herbert 
Gladstone concluded that George 
should be granted a free pardon but 
refused any compensation.

Lottery backs plan to put 
historic pictures on line

AN ambitious plan to make 
more than 750,000 photo¬ 
graphs, spanning 140 years 
of West Midland history, 
available to the public have 
been given lottery backing. 

Proposals to publish the Express 
& Star picture archive, which dates 
back to the newspaper’s origins in 
1874, on a free public website are 
being developed after the newspaper, 
in partnership with the University of 
Wolverhampton and the city council, 
secured £59,800 from the Heritage 


Lottery Fund. The partnership will 
use the money to develop a detailed 
blueprint for the project, before the 
team applies for a six-figure lottery 
sum to carry out digitisation work. 

Support 

More than 100 groups and individ¬ 
uals had backed the bid, with letters 
of support coming from as far afield as 
Canada and Australia. Supporters in¬ 
cluded the Black Country Society, the 
Landor Society, which celebrates the 
history of Rugeley, the Black Coun¬ 
try Memories Club, and the London 
Wolves Supporters Club. 


Mike Pearson, of the Black Country 
Society, said he was thrilled that the 
bid had been successful. 

“It’s not just the photographs, it 
is the social history behind it, it rep¬ 
resents 140 years of how the Black 
Country has grown and changed.” 

Wolverhampton city archivist Heidi 
McIntosh said one of the most com¬ 
mon requests she received was for 
people wanting old newspaper photo¬ 
graphs from years gone by. 

Express & Star editor Keith Harri¬ 
son said: “We’re absolutely delighted 
to be part of this project.”

Members of Netherton Colts do¬ 
nated £1,200 raised at their pres¬ 
entation award nights towards the 
little girl’s cause. The total takes the 
amount raised so far to £6,000. 

Spokesman for the football club 
Carl Bottle said: “I heard about 
Leah and the club decided it was a 
worthwhile cause. We’re delighted 
to help.” Player Lewis Hamblett, 
aged 13, is also making wrist bands 
to help raise money for Leah. 

Mrs Davy, who lives in Rowley 


Regis, said: “It’s amazing to get the 
support like this from the football 
club. We went along to the presenta¬ 
tion evenings and the reception was 
so nice. The money gives us all a big 
boost.” 

Leah, a pupil at Springfield Pri¬ 
mary School, uses a wheelchair or a 
frame to get around. 

She was born 12 weeks early and 
spent the first three months of her 
life in the neo-natal unit at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

Mrs Davy said: “She is just a nor¬ 
mal, playful four-year-old girl.

Council scrap white 
only taxi cab rule 


A RULE forcing taxi drivers in Dudley to use only 
white-coloured vehicles has been abolished. 

Drivers successfully battled for the controversial 
single-colour scheme to be overturned and the change 
came into force this month, ending nearly 20 years of 
the white only ruling. 

The vehicles can now be any colour but must be fit¬ 
ted with new signs which clearly identify the vehicles as 
taxis to ensure customer safety. 

Drivers launched a campaign against the single-colour 
rule, introduced by Dudley Council in 1996, saying the 
rising cost of white-coloured vehicles was putting them 
out of business. 

Chairman of Dudley Private Hire and Taxi Association 
Shaz Saleem said: “We are delighted the change has now 
been made. It will be of benefit to firms in the borough. 

“White cars could be up to £2,000 more expensive 
than other vehicles and it was forcing some drivers out 
of business.”

Scheme to 
build homes 
on woodland 


MORE than 40 homes could 
be built be built on wood¬ 
land near to a popular park. 

Developer A J Mucklow 
has submitted outline plans 
to Sandwell Council to 
build 42 homes in an area 
of woodland off Halesowen 
Road in Cradley Heath. 

The development, near to 
Haden Hill Park, would con¬ 
sist of a mixed development 
of three and two-bedroom 
homes. 

Junction 

Under the proposals the 
site will be accessed via a 
new junction on Halesowen 
Road and the housing would 
only take up part of the site 
with a large area behind the 
development left as wood¬ 
land. 

In a report to the council, 
the developer said: “The de¬ 
velopment sits within green 
and pleasant setting. 

“Overall these proposals 
will provide an attractive 
and appropriate develop¬ 
ment, well related to its set¬ 
ting and the surrounding 
area.” 

The area of woodland has 
been set aside for a number 
of years by Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil for residential develop¬ 
ment and it was subject to 
a similar application, for 41 
homes, from the same de¬ 
veloper in 2011. 

That scheme was granted 
permission but did not go 
ahead. 


Developers bidding to 
transform parade shops 


FOUR developers are bidding to transform a 
rundown shopping parade which campaign¬ 
ers claim is a blight on Colley Gate. 

Around 40 people attended a public meeting last 
week demanding action on the parade of shops, 
which within hours of the meeting was hit by an ar¬ 
son attack. Council officers vowed to force owners to 
board up the derelict shops near Cradley.

A 
man in a neighbouring flat 
escaped his home but suf¬ 
fered no injury. 

Property bosses have said 
they are hoping the shops, 
between the junctions of 
Maple Tree Lane and Colley 
Lane, will be redeveloped 
following talks with inter¬ 
ested parties. 

Compulsory 

Potential developers have 
until July 31 to register 
their interest in the site be¬ 
fore offers are scrutinised 
and a preferred bidder re¬ 
vealed. They will then seek 
deals to buy the shops be¬ 
fore submitting redevlop- 
ment proposals to Dudley 
Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment. 

Dudley Council’s strate¬ 
gic surveyor, Chris Walters, 
told members of Cradley Ac¬ 
tion Group that they would 
seek to use compulsory pur¬ 
chase orders if deals were 
not secured. He said he had 
been working to market the 


site as a development oppor¬ 
tunity for months. 

“The problem we had was 
that the market for residen¬ 
tial and commercial proper¬ 
ties had been on its knees 
for the last few years and 
it had been very difficult to 
get developers interested,” 
he said. “But we have hit 
this at the right time for 
the market and, where as 
we had been looking at two 
years before we could get 
something off the ground, 
we could be looking at halv¬ 
ing that time once a devel¬ 
oper is ready and signed up 
for the site.” 

He added that if they had 
to pursue compulsory pur¬ 
chase there could be delays. 

Dudley Council owns two 
plots of land, by the road 
junctions, whilst the rest is 
in private ownership. Lucky 
Star takeaway, a chemist 
and a convenience store oc¬ 
cupy three of seven units. 

Head of environmental 
health, Nick Walters, told 
the meeting that notices had 
been served on owners of 
two derelict shops to board 
them up within 48 hours.

Japan 


Japan - an ancient culture of emperors, fierce shoguns, 
samurais and brutal martial arts. Yet it’s also a place of 
gentle geishas, colourful kimonos, exquisite garden 
design and Zen Buddhism.

Albion chiefs have told supporters that re¬ 
funds will be given to anyone who follows up 
their initial request with a formal refund de¬ 
mand by letter or email by midday on deadline 
day July 3. 

The offer could apply to more than just the 
100 fans as some complainants wrote on behalf 


of relatives but it will not be extended to fans 
who did not request a refund in the first week 
after Irvine’s appointment. 

The Baggies hope many fans will change their 
minds. The club has already received several fol¬ 
low-up emails retracting refund requests. 

Surprise 

Express and Star Baggies columnist Neil 
Whitehouse, from Sedgley, said: “I think there 
was a knee-jerk reaction when the appointment 
was made and you have to admit it was a bit of 
a surprise. 

“I would like to think most fans have settled 
down a bit and will give the bloke a chance. 

“I think most genuine fans will stick with the 
club and stick with him. The reputation he has 


in the game seems a very good one, it was just 
not the name we had been expecting. 

“If fans want their money back I suppose it is 
their prerogative but I think most of us are going 
to get behind him.” 

Supporters reacted angrily to Irvine’s appoint¬ 
ment after the club initially looked set to offer 
the head coach’s job to the former Tottenham 
Hotspur manager Tim Sherwood. 

Irvine’s only previous managerial experience 
came at Preston and Sheffield Wednesday, 
where he failed to make a major impact. 

But the 55-year-old is a highly respected 
coach, having served as David Moyes’ assistant 
manager at Everton.

Mother campaigning 
for safer crossing

A MOTHER-OF-TWO has described how she and her 
sons were almost knocked down while walking home from 
school and she is now calling for road safety measures. 

Jo Messinger, 41, says she and Adam, eight, and Zach, 
six, were almost hit by a van at a crossing at Thorns Road 
at the junction of Quarry Bank High Street while on their 
way from Mount Pleasant School. 

As she crossed on the pedestrian green light, the vehi¬ 
cle turned right toward the High Street but then started 
a U-turn down the other side of Thorns Road, stopping a 
metre away from the family in the middle of the road.

Dudley Council leader David Sparks said a review was 
being carried out over the timing of the traffic lights. Mr 
Sparks, whose ward is Quarry Bank, added: “The funda¬ 
mental problem is the irresponsibility of drivers who are 
determined to break the law.”

A NEW wave of academies and free schools would be 
brought under the oversight of directors of standards un¬ 
der plans revealed by Labour’s education spokesman.

Council preparing to 
axe 230 more jobs 

MORE than 200 jobs will be axed at Sandwell Council 
over the next financial year as the authority tries to bal¬ 
ance its books. 

Bosses have announced that 230 posts will go by April 
2015, which follow nearly 700 job cuts at the council 
since 2011. The cuts come at a time when cash-strapped 
Sandwell Council has to make more than £120 million of 
savings by 2016. 

Council deputy leader Councillor Mahboob Hussain 
said: “These are difficult times and tough decisions have 
to be taken. 

“We are sorry to see jobs going but we will do 
everything we can to protect frontline services.” 

The number given for the latest cuts are an estimate 
of what is necessary to make the required savings. 

GMB regional officer Mohammed Khalik said the was 
in consultation with the council. He added: “There are 
numerous cuts taking place across the council and we 
need to make sure that the staff that are left are being 
supported. It’s a huge concern, with the cuts going on in 
a number of services that have seen some cuts already.” 
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Villagers in 
call to move

HUNDREDS of campaigners are demanding 
changes to parish boundaries, which they 
believe give villagers a raw deal on services. 

A protest is gathering momentum calling for Hagley, 
near Stourbridge, to no longer be cut in half by traditional 
boundaries. The centre of the village comes under the Hag- 
ley parish but West Hagley, on the outskirts, is part of the 
parish of Clent. Around 500 people have signed the petition 


by Hagley Residents Action 
Group calling for a review. 

Bromsgrove District 
Council says it is planning 
to hold a review after the 
request from campaigners 
to transfer those homes 
to Hagley Parish Council 
for local governance. The 
current parish boundary is 
based on Gallows Brook and 
has been the boundary for 
more than 150 years. 

But the campaigners say 
that since then almost 500 
homes have been built in 
the Clent Parish part of 
Hagley. 

They claim the change in 
boundary would give greater 
power to Hagley Parish 
Council to help safeguard 
vital services such as the 
community centre, trans¬ 
port links and the library. 

Hagley Parish Council 
has backed the scheme with 
Councillor Steve Colella, 
who is also a member of the 
district authority, welcom¬ 
ing the idea. 

“We have received a great 
deal of backing for this cam¬ 
paign and one which I am 
more than happy to sup¬ 
port,” he said. “As chairman 
of Hagley Parish Council it 
seems illogical that we rep¬ 
resent only part of Hagley 
and unable to support or

represent residents who live 
no more than a road width 
away. 

“I’m keen to see that 
Hagley is a community that 
is unified and common goals 
involve the greater area of 
Hagley and not just a pro¬ 
portion of it. I can reassure 
residents who live in the 
area under review that the 
change will not be detri¬ 
mental in anyway but will 
bring the community closer 
together. 

“It is an anomaly that 
part of Hagley village is 
being represented by a par¬ 
ish council that is remote 
from where many residents 
live.”

Old friends get ready 
to take to the stage 


M onty Python’s Flying Circus is 
no more. It has ceased to be. 

It is an ex-comedy 
programme. 

But five of the six men who made 
perhaps the most surreal series in the 
history of British TV - John Cleese, 
Terry Gilliam, Michael Palin, Eric Idle 
and Terry Jones - are still alive and 
kicking, and on Tuesday begin a 
20-day residency at the 02 in 
London. 

Tickets were like gold dust, with 
extra dates added to keep the hoards 
of fans happy who desperately 
wanted to see their ageing heroes in 
action one last time. We’re promised 
that even Graham Chapman, who 
died in 1989, will appear via archive 
footage on a huge video screen. 

It should almost feel as if they’ve 
never been away, despite the fact 
they’ve all carved out very different 
careers since their last project, the 
controversial Meaning of Life in 1983 
(although the musical Spamalot was 
supported by all the Pythons and was 
based on the film Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail, it was the brainchild of 
Idle only). 


But why get back together at all? 

“Purely financial,” admits Palin. 
“We’ve had this court case hanging 
around when one of the producers of 
The Holy Grail decided he needed a 
bit more of the cut from Spamalot - 
and court cases don’t come cheap. 
Something had to push us into it! 

“But the speed at which the tickets 
sold was astounding to us all. So, 
there are a lot of friends of Python 
out there.” 

As anybody who tuned in to the 
original show will tell you, it really 
WAS something completely different. 
What other programme offered funny 
walks in Ealing, a member of the 
Spanish Inquisition known as Cardinal 
Fang, a dead Norwegian parrot, nun 
boiling in Doncaster, Hell’s Grannies 
in Teddington and a provocative fish¬ 
slapping dance down the docks? 

However, Python nearly didn’t exist 
at all. Instead, it could have been 
called The Toad Elevating Moment or 
Owl Stretching Time, both of which 
were rejected by the BBC. But 
whatever the name, the brand of 
humour would have remained the 
same - and no doubt have still gone 


on to influence thousands of 
comedians. 

Initially, the series was meant as a 
vehicle for Cleese and Chapman, who 
had worked successfully together on 
The Frost Report. But Cleese wasn’t 
keen on the idea of a two-handed 
show, and so approached Palin. He, 
Jones, Idle and Gilliam were supposed 
to be working together on an ITV 
series, but when it stalled, he 
suggested the four of them could join 
Cleese and Chapman at the BBC - 
and so Monty Python was born. 

Their bizarre form of humour, 
inspired in part by their mutual love of 
The Goons on radio and Spike 
Milligan’s TV series Q, was quickly 
branded ‘surreal’ by some, although 
that didn’t nearly describe it well 
enough. And so, a new word was 
needed - hence the creation of the 
term ‘Pythonesque! 

Here, Alan Yentob meets Cleese, 
Gilliam, Palin, Idle and Jones as they 
prepare to take to the stage together, 
40 years after the Python TV show’s 
demise. He also asks them about 
their individual projects from the past, 
present and future.

Once upon a time, anyone wanting to buy in a 
substantial amount of cheap alcohol ready for a 
World Cup barbecue might have gone on a ‘booze 
cruise’ to France. Now they’re more likely to pop 
down to the local supermarket, where multipack 
deals and falling prices mean you can pay as little 
as 70 pence for a pint of lager - and there are also 
plenty of bargains in the spirit and cider aisles. And 
while this may not be great news for the nation’s 
landlords and ferry operators, should the rest of us 
be concerned as well? Antony Barnett counts the 
cost of alcohol-related crime, violence, accident 
and diseases, which is believed to run into billions. 

Police Under Pressure 
BBC2, 9pm 

These are difficult times for most of Britain’s police 
forces as they try to absorb some substantial 
budget cuts, but as the first in this two-part 
documentary revealed last week, South Yorkshire 
Police are facing more challenges than most. Its 
reputation has been tainted by Hillsborough 
tragedy, while its crime figures are among the 
worst in the country - and unless the statistics 
improve, the force runs the risk of being taken over 
by government inspectors. With access to officers 
on the ground, as well as those in charge, the 
programme looks at how morale has been affected, 
and also examines the divisions among the senior 
ranks about how best to turn the force around in 
just six months.

Albion turned down Daw¬ 
son’s request immediately 
on Tuesday night as Burn¬ 
ley considered putting in 
a fresh bid for the former 
England Under-21 interna¬ 
tional. 

But the club expect both 
Thorne and Dawson to 
step up attempts to leave 
when the players return for 
pre-season training which 
starts on July 7 before head¬ 
ing off to American. 

Rejected 

The Clarets had a £lm 
bid for 24-year-old Dawson 
rejected earlier this month 
but they are expected to re¬ 
sume their pursuit. 

Both Burnley and Derby, 
who have had two bids re¬ 
jected for Thorne, have been 
told none of the Baggies’ 
players are for sale with 
Irvine keen to assess his en¬ 
tire squad next month. 

The new head coach re¬ 
ceived a ringing endorse¬ 
ment from striker Victor 
Anichebe, who worked with 
Irvine at Everton when the 
Scot was assistant to boss 
David Moyes. 

“I know Alan really well, 
he’s the one who brought 
me through at Everton,”

said Anichebe. “He was the 
one who took a lot of the 
training sessions with David 
Moyes when I was younger. 
He was a huge part of what 
happened when I first came 
through. 

“Everton were doing re¬ 
ally well and he was a huge 
part of that, he’s a great 
coach. 

“Alan will always give us 
great training sessions and 
we’ll always know what we 
need to do on the pitch. 

“You won’t go out un¬ 
prepared,” Anichebe said. 
“Alan plays a good style of 
football as well.” 

“I know a lot of people at 
Everton who wouldn’t disa¬ 
gree with me, they will also 
say he’s a great coach. 

“The players will enjoy 
great training sessions, they 
will enjoy the way he plays 
and they will enjoy his char¬ 
acter as a person, especially 
the younger players. 

“They’re the ones who are 
going to be the future and 
we’ve got a few really good, 
exciting young players. He 
will give them a chance if 
they’re up for it and they’re 
eager. 

“I think that’s something 
Albion fans should look for¬ 
ward to.”
